| Cook Leads in Vete. 

The consolidation of the vote for 
siate house otticers showed that Sec- 
retary of State Phil Cook was fre- 
elected to office by the largest vote of 
any state house officer. This is a rec- 
ord which Secretary Cook has held ever 
gince he was first elected in 1898. Even 
Murray county, where there may have 
in the past been some feeling against 
Seeretary Cook because he Nad to de- 
cidp the courthouse squabble there sev- 
eral years ago, went solidly for Mr. 
Cook, although the courthouse afiair 
was mixed up pretty intimately in the 
raca for the legislature, the senate 
and the judgeship in that county, re- 
sulting in a contest in the senatorial 
primary. 

Mr. Cook’s total vote was 141,353. 
liowell -C. Harris, socialist, running 
against him, received 911 votes. 

Indications are that Hugh M. Dorsey, 
sovernor-elect, has piled up even a 
Higher vote than Mr. Cook. He has 
everywhere run ahead of the demo- 
eratic ticket, and some forty or fifty 
returns which have gone to the secre- 
tary of state through error show that 
Mr. Dorsey is receiving an average of 
seven or eight votes more than Mr. 
Cook in the majority of counties. It is 
expected, thereiore, that Mr. Dorsey’s 
yote will be in the neighvorhood of 
150,000. 

State Treasurer W. J. Speer is the 
first state house official of Georgia to 
ve opposed for re-election by a woman. 
He was opposed by Miss Bessie Thomp- 
son Flannagan. Captain Speer received 
a total vote of 149,632. Miss Flannagan 
yeceived a tetal vote of 775. 

The vote upon the constitutianal 
amendment increasing the salaries of 
the judges of the Clarke, Floyd, Sumter 
and Muscogee superior courts was rati- 
fied by a majority of 16,142 votes, the 
total consolidated vote being 34,484 for 
and 21,342 against.

Washington, November 16.—The peo- 
ple of Washington and of nearby sec- 
tions of Maryland and Virginia, gave 
President Wilson an enthusiastic home- 
coming celebration tonight in honor of 
his re-election. More than _ 10,000 
strong they marched from the capitol 
to the white house to the music of many 
bands and waving red lights, while 
vari-colored bombs burst overhead. 
When they had passed a chorus of 306 
voices serenaded the president with 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” “Dixie” 
and other pariotic melodies. 

The celebration was participated in 
hy both men and women members of 
democratic. organizations, government 
clerks, suffragists, representatives of 
union labor and clitizens generally. 
Thousands packed the sidewalk and 
cheered as the parade passed. 

The president, with Mrs. Wilson, and 
a party of relatives, viewed the pro- 
cession from the northern portico of the 
white house grounds and the president 
shook hands with the grand marshal 
and the president of the District Wilson 
and Marshall Democratic association, 
and thanked them for the welcome.

CAPTAINS. GAY 
DED LAST NIGHT 


Prominent Atlanta Insur- 
, ance Man Retired From 
' Active Business Over Two 
' Years Ago. 


Captain Edward S. Gay, for many 
‘years one of the leading insurance men 
of the south, and one of Atlanta’s most 
prominent citizens, Wied last night at 


110:45 o’clock at the residence, 26 Cur- 
irier street. 
,; Captain Gay had been in poor health 
for several years following an attack of 
acute indigestion. His recent illness, 
however, began just about six weeks 
ago. 
About seven years ago he suffered 
from a stroke of paralysis, A second 
stroke came four years ago, and the 
third on Thursday morning. 

Third Paralytic Stroke. 

Following the third paralytic stroke 
his condition rapidly became worse, 
and early last night it became appar- 
ent that his death was only a matter 
of a few hours. 

Captain Gay was born in Richmond, 
Va., in 1846. When the war between 
the states began he was too young for 
service, but before the struggle was 
over a company of boys, called the boy 
cadets of Richmond, was organized, 
with E. 8. Gay as captain, and this 
organization served until the end of 
the war with credit. The company was 
known as Company G of the Third 
Virginia regiment, C. 8. A. 

Soon after the civil war closed Cap- 
tain Gay went to Dallas, Texas, where 
he entered the fire insurance business 
as local agent and adjuster. There he 
married Miss Sallie Ewell, of Dallas. 

In 1872 he was made state agent for 
the Insurance Company of North Amer- 
ica. In 18765 he was appointed manager 
of the southern department of this 
company and he:came to Atlanta to 
make his home. He had lived here

Deutschland Slips 
Out of New London 
|» Bound for Bremen 


New London, November. 17.—The 
Deutschland, the German submarine 
which arrived here on November 1, 
slipped out of the harvor at an early 
hour today bound for Bremen. She left 
her pocket at the State Pier at 1:30 
o'clock and was towed down the harbor 
by two tugs. 

Captain F. Hinsch and other officials 
of. the Eastern Forwarding company 
were on one of the tugs. A launch 
filled with newspaper men followed the 
subersible down the Thames river to 
the mouth of the harbor. 

The Deutschland passed the United 
States cruiser Columbia in the lower 
harbor at 1:46 o’clock. Several passing 
steamers and the Columbia turned their 
scarchlights on the boat and blew their 
whistles. 

While the manifest of the Deutsch- 
land’s-cargo has not yet been made 
public it is estimated that its approx- 
imate value is over $2,000,000. The 
cargo consists largely of crude rub- 
ber, nickel, zinc and silver bars. She 
also carries.several sacks of mail from 
the German. embassy at. Washington. 
Some of the mail was said to be for 
the German emperor.

Only Remote Possibility,

Sines Declares. 


New York, November  16.—George 
Sines, president of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, in a statement here 
today said a railroad strike is a remote 
possibility no matter what happens to 
the Adamsony eigh-hour law.

ASKS INTERVENTION 
BY UNITED STATES 


Havenith Urges America to 
Take Active Steps to Pre- 
vent Further Deportation 
of Civilians Into Germany. 


SAYS BELGIANS FORCED 
TO FIGHT OWN COUNTRY 


Unemployment in Belgium 
| Due to Fact That Ger- 
many Has- Requisitioned 


Material, He Charges. 


Washington, November 16.—An 4aDp- 
peal for active intervention by the 
United States to stop the deportation 
of Belgian workmen into Germany was 
presented to the state department to- 
day by E. Havenith, the Belgian min- 
ister. The Belgians, Mr. MHavenith 
said, practically are being , compelled 
to fight against their own country, 


humanity. 
The American government already 
has interested itself in this situation, 


Berlin, has been instructed to discuss 
it personally with Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg. No formal repre- 
sentations are authorized, but the 
charge is directed to point out to the 
chancellor that Germany’s course 
would have an unfortunate effect upon 
neutral opinion, particularly in the 
United States, where great interest is 
felt in the Belgians. 
Minister’s Communication. 

Minister Havenith submitted the fol- 
lowing communication to the state de- 
partment: 

“The German governor general in 
Belgium is forcing thousands of Bel- 
gian workmen who are unemployed 
or without work to go to Germany*to 
work in the quarries, in manufactur- 
ing concrete and in the lime kilns, un- 
der pretext that they are a_ charge 
upon public charity. : 

“The Belgian government protests 
energetically against this coercive 
measure, which is contrary to the law 
of nations and the law of humanity. 

“The government of the king asks 
the active Intervention of the govern- 
ment ofthe. United States te obtain the 
ceskation 6? this deportation of Bel- 
sian workmen into Germany and te 
obtain the libetation of these who 
have been already deported. 

“The Germans claim’ that these work- 
men aré not: employed in war indus- 
tries. It should be remarked, how- 
ever, that they are employed in in- 
dustries directly connected with the 
war and that the employment of this 
Belgian labor releases a great number 
of German workmen who are sent to 
the front. Thus these Belgian work- 
men are compelled practically to fight 
against their own country.” 

He Blames Germany. 

In making public the communication 
the minister issued the following statc- 
ment: 

“The Belgian minister culis the at- 
tention to the fact that the unemploy- 
ment of Belgian workmen is due en- 
tirely to the action of the German 
government, which has requisitioned 
all the supplies of raw materials and 
destroyed the industrial plants by re- 
moving the machinery. The German 
government has absolutely paralyzed 
all business in Belgium; furthermorse, 
the German government, which claims 
to try to encourage Belgian industry 
has imposed a war tax of 40,000,000 
francs a month (about twenty times 
the normal amount of Belgian tax- 
ation) for the past two years, upon a 
country which is without business and 
which Germany herself has impover- 
ished by war and devastation.”

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ENGINEER AT WORK 
ON STATE HIGHWAY 


E. H. Davis, engineer of the state 
highway commission, is now at work 
on the proposed 'state highway from 
Menlo, on the Georgia-Alabama line, to 
Rome, which highway is to form the 
Georgia end of the Georgia-Alabama 
highway from Huntsville, Ala., to 
Rome. 

He expects soon to have the data 
upon this highway complete and 
ready to send to Washington for final 
action by the secretary of agriculture, 
in erder that federal funds may be 
available for its construction. 

Data upon other proposed highways 
will also be sent to Washington at the 
earliest possible moment. The federal 
government may send its own engi- 
neers over these roads before making 
its recommendation for federal aid, but 
it is expected that the progress which 


is being made will place Georgia in 
position to receive aid in the very near 
future. According to Judge T. E. Pat- 
terson, chairman of the Georgia high- 
ways commission, Georgia is consider- 
ably in advance of most of the other 
states of the union in qualifying for 
aid from the United States govern- 
ment.

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A FARCICAL LAW! 

While we have’ been criticising, and 
wondering at the delay of a few days in 
the announcement of the official election 
returns from a few western states in which 
the vote between the two major parties was 
close, the remarkable situation develops 
that, under the constitutional laws of Geor- 
gia, the official announcement of the result 
of our own governorship election cannot be 
made until next June! 

In the meantime, the secretary of state 
has the vote under lock and key in sealed 
reports.from ‘the several counties. He ‘can- 
not open them. They are addressed to the 


speaker of the house and the president of 
the senate, in his care, and he cannot de- 
liver ‘these sealed packages to them until 
next June. What a farce it is! 

Fortunately, this long delay does not 
make any difference this time because 
everybody knows the result. So overwhelm- 
ing was Hugh Dorsey’s lead that it is uni- 
versally conceded he has been elected gov- 
ernor of Georgia by perhaps the largest 
democratic majority ever polled in the his- 
tory of the state. 

Who knows, however, but that at some 
time in the future complications may arise 
whereby this sort of situation would plunge 
the entire state into a turmoil from which 
it would take it years to recover? 

Our law is such that announcement of 
the result of the presidential vote is not 
subject to this unwarranted delay—the gov- 
ernor consolidates and announces this vote; 
but suppose this faulty principle did apply 
to presidential electors—and suppose, for 
instance, it applied to the election laws of 
California. The nation would -not know 
until nine months, approximately, after the 
election who had been elected president! 
Think of what might be the result! 

But, coming back to Georgia, and consid- 
ering the thing as it actually is: Think of 
what might happen had the race between 
the gubernatorial nominees been propor- 
tionately as close as wag that between Mr. 
Hughes and President Wilson in California. 
The ultimately successful candidate and the 
public would be held in ignorance of the 
official result until the second day after the 
legislature convenes in June; then he would 
be declared elected, sworn in, and be ex- 
pected to deliver his message to the legis- 
jature all within a space of a few hours! 

Is any further argument required to 
show that here is something that demands 
remedy at the hands of the general assem- 
bly and the people with the least possible 
loss of time. 

The legislature, after officially announc- 


_ing Governor Dorsey's election next June, 


wouid do well to spare not a moment in en- 

acting legislation to correct this dangerous 
defect, and it is safe to predict that the 
people of Georgia would not be slow to 
ratify it. Governor Dorsey would do well 
to keep this suggestion in mind in prepar- 
ing his first annual message to the genera] 
assembly.

n. In depicting the wonders and mys- 
teries of the human anatomy; the driving 
home of truths about physiology and of 
hygiene; the teaching of sanitation prin-

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ciples, and the delicate, capital art of per- 
forming surgical operations, the motion pic- 
with remarkably satisfactory and almost 


startling results. 


These facts were forcefully illustrated 
by Dr. E. G. Ballenger in a lecture before 


the convention of the Southern. Medical as- 


sociation. He showed the invaluable possi- 
bilities of the motion picture principle in 
the class room, in the study of diseases of 
the human body; how the various organs 
of the body may be exhibited upon the 
screen actually in operation, in the very 
performance of their functions. Likewise, 
therefore, the effects of disease upon these 
organs can be shown, and brought home fd 
the interested observer far more forcefully 
than possibly could be done by word of 
mouth, post-mortem clinic or by the printed 
page. ‘The lesSons taught the student by 
means of the motion picture are indelibly 
stamped upon his mind, and as a teacher 
alone the “movie’s” use can be rendered in- 
valuable, as Dr. Ballenger pointed out to his 
audience of physicians and laymen in At- 
lanta. 

And in medical science lies only one of 
the many kindred fields in which the mo 
tion picture shines; all of which combined 
are rapidly bringing it into the forefront of 
the great educational institutions of this 
day of mechanical and scientific wonders. 


A WORTHY EXAMPLE. 


The Barly County fair has accom- 
plished big things for the entire section 

the state, but perhaps the very big- 
gest thing it has done was to show the 
negroes what great opportunities are 
theirs right here, at their very doors. 


This from a news article appearfhe else- 
where in The Constitution. 

Itisa story of progress, as shown in the 
industrial prosperity of the worthy, law- 
abiding negroes of that section; it is a story 
of self-help and the cooperation of the 
white citizens of Early county in the move- 
ment for the uplift of the negro population. 

The county fair is thrown open to them; 
what they have done, and are doing, educa- 
tionally and industrially, is given hearty 
home recognition and more than state-wide 
advertisement; this, as their due, and for 
their encouragement in every effort to at- 
tain a higher plane of citizenship. There 
is where their white friends stand by them 
and lend the helping hand. : 

These negroes, with their own schools, 
on the most practical lines; with their local 
farmers’ conferences; their women’s organ- 
ization to study cooking and canning prob- 
lems, realize that they must live out their 
lives in that section; that their homes and 
best interests are there, and that their pros- 
perity goes hand in hand with good citizen- 
ship. They know that these are insep- 
arable. 

So they work for the uplift of the com- 
munity, and in that work they are receiv- 
ing the cordial co-operation of their white 
neighbors. 

This is not only highly creditable to all 
concerned, within the borders of a county, 
but it is a far-reaching lesson—a text which 
preaches its own sermon as to the settle- 
ment of the “negro problem” in the south. 

In short, it does away with problems; 
for there can be none where such a mu- 
tually helpful state of affairs exists. 

“The white people of the county are 
almost as proud of the negroes’ exhibit as 
are the negroes themselves.” 

The sentiment of these Early county ne- 
groes is: “We do not have to go away 
from home, and ask for entrance at alien 
industrial gates: The land of Promise and 
of Plenty is here ‘at home,’ among the 
people who know and understand us best, 
and here we are content to toil, doing what 
we can for our own advancement and that 
of the community whose industrial interests 
are identical with ours. We do not need to 
go away from home!” 

They try to help themselves, and their 
hands are upheld; their interests protected; 
they read aright the signs on the road to 
better citizenship; the fact that they respect 
themselves commands respect. They are 
prosperous and happy! 


AGAIN, WE CAN DO BOTH! 


Recently The Constitution printed a pro- 
visional objection by Ernest L. Rhodes to 
the proposed city appropriation for a new 
permanent building next year on the South- 
eastern fair grounds at Lakewood. Mr. 
Rhodes based his opposition on the grounds 
that the city should first make ample pro- 
vision for our schools, and he justly holds 
that unless there shallabe means provided 
whereby both can be done, the fair enter- 
prise should wait. 


Upon this page we print today a similar 
communication from J. O. Cochran, gen- 
eral manager of Atlanta’s parks, who takes 
the same stand with reference to the great 
cyclorama of the battle of Atlanta that Mr. 
Rhodes takes with refertnce. to the public 
schools. Mr. Cochran argues that, of the 
two propositions, it is vastly more impor- 
tant that the city make provision for the 
preservation of this remarkable and histor- 
ically invaluable work of art than to erect 
a building at Lakewood. “It would be man- 
ifestly unfair and unbusinesslike,’ he de- 
clares, “to erect another fair building unless 
the cyclorama is better provided for.” 

The city can and should do both! It can 
and should take care of the needs of the 
park department—in properly safeguarding 
and preserving the cyclorama, and at the 
same time it should provide further aid for 
the upbuflding of the fair. If it cannot do 
both, as The Constitution said in discussing 
Mr. Rhodes’ plea for the schools, then it 
will be because something is woefully 
wrong with our system of finances. 

The cyclorama, Mr. Cochran says, is 
worth in cold cash vastly more than the 
$37,500 it originally cost. In fact, he says, 
it has netted the city not a penny under 
$50,000, and from solely a financial stand- 
point it is worth not less han $100,000. 
From an historical and educational stand- 
point its value cannot be computed. |

Before Giving to Fair, 
Says City Park Manager 


HARPER COMMISSIONED . 
AS SECOND LIEUTENANT 
OF COAST ARTILLERY 


J. O. Cochran, general manager of parks 
for the city of Atlanta, has written The 
Constitution protesting against the suggest- 
ed city appropriation of $100,000 for a South- 
eastern fair building at Lakewood next year, 
unless this can be done without prolonging 
the delay in the construction of a $75,000 
fireproof building at Grant park in which to 
house and protect the great cyclorama of the 
battle of Atlanta. 

He argues that this wonderful painting is 
worth not a cent less than $100,000 to the 
city in dollars and cents alone, and that it 
has been only due to “luck” that the build- 
ing in which it is housed at present has not 
been destroyed by fire long before now. 

His communication follows: 


Editor Constitution: I do not: wish to be 
Put in the attitude of opposing any ason- 
able appropriation by the city government to 
the Southeastern Fair association tor the de- 
veiopment of Lakewood next year. Ail true 
citizens are in hearty accordance with the 
Southeastern fair association and the great 
work which they are undertaking. This as- 
sociation, together with Fuiton county and 
the city of Atianta, have undertaken and are 
doing a great work which will mean much 
to the city and to the development of Lake- 
wood, which is the property of the,city of 
Atlanta. But the recent suggestion that the 
city appropriate $100,000 next year out of its 
current revenue tor the purpose of erecting 
another fair building in Lakewood is, under 
the circumstances, preposterous. 

As long as the Cyclorama of the Battle 
of Atlanta is allowed to remain in the ram- 
shackle tire trap which has housed it for the 
last fifteen years it would be manifestly un- 
fair and unbusinesslike to erect another fair 
building costing that much money, unless the 
cyclorama is better provided for. 

For the benefit of those citizens who are 
not familiar with this wonderful painting I 
Wish to give a brief history. lt was painted 
by three Germans, Lohr, Lorenz and Heiney, 
of Leipsig, Germany. These artists came toy 
Atlanta a few years after the war, accom 
panied by generals who fought in the battle 
of Atlanta, and the scenes in the picture 
were obtained from. first-hand information 
and from descriptions given the artists by 
officers of both the confederate and federal 
armies. The original cgst of this painting 
was $37,500. It was purchased by Mr. G. V. 
Gress, now of New York city, then a citizen 
of Atlanta, and presented to the people of 
Atlanta by Mr. Gress, and has stood in Grant 
park for eighteen years. Since it has been in 
the park it has netted the city of Atlanta 
not less than $50,000. Mr. W. J. Sanborn, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, writing to The Constitution 
a few weeks ago, stated that this is the only 
war cyclorama left, as all of the others have 
been destroyed, because as private enter- 
prises, where they did not make. money for 
their owners, they were allowed to decay. 

The south has no greater treasure than 
this cyclorama from the standpoint of his- 
toric, sentimental, educational and financial 
value. A constant stream of visitors pour 
into this building every day. More than 6,000 
school children visited the cyclorama_ the 
first six months of 1916 free of charge. From 
a financial standpoint this painting alone 1s 
worth not less than $100,000. 

We have been lucky that the building 
which houses this painting has Hot been de- 
stroyed by fire. The old shingles and the 
wood work are so dry that.if it were to catch 
on; fire it could not be saved. 

When Captain R. M. Clayton was_ chief 
of construction he had a beautiful design 
drawn and an estimate made of the approx- 
imate cost of a fireproof building for this 
picture. His estimate was about $50,000, but 
as material has gone up in price since then, 
it will cost about $75,000 to put up a fire- 
proof building with museum attached. 

We have called the city council’s attention 
to the bad condition of this building every 
year for the last ten years. In 1912 $15,000 
was appropriated to start a new building, 
but the money was withdrawn before plans 
and specifications for a new building could 
be drawn. Since then no effort has_ been 
made to take care of this picture. There- 
fore, it seems that instead of agitating for a 
new building in Lakewood, costing $100,000, 
which would only be used two weeks in the 
year, that it would be better to appropriate 
$75,000 for a new cyclorama, which is used 
every day of the year and which would un- 
doubtedly increase the net proceeds of this

“The governor on yesterday commissioned 
Charles Hamilton Harper, a second lieuten- 
ant of the coast artillery, to succeed Second 
Lieutenant J. F. Ross, who has been transfer- 
red to the unassigned list.

cattle. 
“Such a loan as this a few years 
ago,” said Fred Everitt, representative 
Of the Atlanta Trust company, an- 


nouncing the loan, “would have been 
impossible. Few, if any, banks would 
have considered making such a ioan. 
We believe now, though, that condi- 
tions have changed so that banks 
the south will hardly find better se- 
curity than properly safeguarded cat- 
tle. This new condition is the result 
of the eradication of the cattle tick, 
the establishment of packing plants 
furnishing a ready market, the impor- 
tation of pure-bred stock, and scien- 
tific business methods of raising cat- 
tle. The farmer is coming to this 
point of view, and the sooner all of 
them do the -better will be conditions 
ef business in the south.” 

The growing use of cattle as security 
for loans in the south is further illus- 
trated by the amount of such paper 
being discounted by the Atlanta fed- 
eral reserve bank. While the demand 
for money upon the reserve bank now 
is not as great as it has been, due to 
the prosperous condition of the south, 
says Governor McCord, the percentage 
of paper secured by live stock has in- 
creased very materially since the bank 
first began to discount paper.

costumes are startling both in’ form 
and color. ° ve 

“T have noticed,” says Mr. Bakst in 

discussing his art, “that in each color 
of the prism there exists a gradua- 
tion which sometimes expresses frank- 
ness and chastity, sometimes sensuality 
and bestiality, sometimes pride and 
sometimes despair. Any of these may 
be given over to the public by the ef- 
fect one makes of the various shad- 
ings. That is what I tried to do in 
‘Scheherazade.” Against a lugubrious 
green, I put. a full blue of despair, 
paradoxical as it may seem. There 
are reds which are triumphal, reds 
which assassinate. There is a blue 
which can be the color of a St. Made- 
line: and there is the blue of a Messa- 
lina. 
“It is in line as well as in color that 
I make my emotions. In “Thamar’ and 
in ‘Marcisse’ I sought to bring out 
in the costumes the plastic ideas which 
correspond. to ideas in literature. It 
is-in the lines of the costume itself, 
as well as in the deeoration and orna- 
ments I put in, that I carry the unity 
of hine. 

“Sometimes I bring out the purely 
mystic in stage setting, as in d’Annun- 
zio’s ‘St. Sebastien,’ which I produced 
two years ago. Because the subject 
matter essentially was Christian, I 
used the cross in a thousand varia- 
tions, for the basis of my linear orna- 
mentation, not only hidden in the cos- 
tumes and accessories and ornaments 
in the beautiful play by d@’Annunzio, 
but in the lines of the landscape motif, 
and vary it indefinitely so as to create 
a harmony of color and line.”

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NEGRO SCHOOLS 
EXCELLENT EXHIBITS 


Early County Fair Gives Ne- 
groes First Prize in One 
Branch—Aid Farmers. 


Blakely, Ga., November 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One of the most attractive ex- 
hibits at the Early county fair, just 
closed, was that of two Early county 
colored schools—the Spring Creek 
school and the Pleasant Hill school. 
The thousands who visited the fair 
from all over the state and from Flori- 
da and Alabama were genuinely sur- 
prised and pleased at the splendid 
showing made by the negroes of the 
county. One end of the main exhibi- 
tion building was given over to the two 
schools and their entire section was 
filled from floor to ceiling. 

The Pleasant Hill school was organ- 
ized several years ago on a community 
plan. There are two organizations— 
one for the negro men and one for 


the negro women—which are carried 
on in conjunction with the school, and 
to a visitor at the fair the good ef- 
|\fects of this triple co-operation are 
easily apparent. The local farmers’ 
conference has nearly twenty-five 
members, and meetings are held every 
two weeks at the school house. The 
women’s organization hag some thirty 
members and meets to study cooking 
and canning problems. Teachers from 
Tuskegee are helping direct the ef- 
forts of the school and associate. or- 
ganizations, ' 


Has Five-Acre Tract. 


The school has a five-acre plot of 
ground and every square foot of it is 
tended by the pupils. They have raised 
this year the following bumper crop 
from their tract: Seed cotton, 2,600 
pounds; corn,’ 60 bushels; hay, 2,704 
teheromgt oats, 2,000 pounds; velvet 
eans, 100 pounds; Irish potatoes, 250 
pounds; sweet potatoes, 3 £4xbusnels; 
onions, one-fourth acre, besides other 
crops and vegetables. 

On a quarter acre three crops were 
made, Irish potatoes being planted 
early, followed by a crop of sweet po- 
takoes and onions as the last crop of 
the year. The school’s peavine hay 
was awarded the fair association’s blue 
ribbon, and a second prize given the 
school’s cotton. 

The one prevailing idea of the school’s 
exhibit was its “ptactiaalness.” The 
teachers claim that there’ is nothing 
Srown or raised at the school for the 
mere fun of it; that everything must 
have an every-day, practical value. 
Clothes of all kinds are made, from 
baby socks to,a grown man’s home- 
made suit of “Sunday best”—all the 
work of negro girls. The boys’ exhibit 
included woodwork. 


White Populace Pleased. 


The white people of the county are 
almost as proud of the negroes’ ex- 
hibit as. are the negroes themselves, 
for it shows that the colored popula- 
tion of Early has determined to take 
more interest in their work and make 
better farmers than they have ever 
been.

OWN SALARY LIMIT 


National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Leagues 
Will Hold Next Meeting in 
Louisville. 


New Orleans, La., November 16.— 
Louisville, Ky., was selected as the 
next convention city in November, 1917, 
of the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Leagues, at the ses- 
sion here late today of its annual 
meeting. There was no election of of- 
ficers this year, ' 

Much important business was dis- 
posed of during the session, including 
the controversy regarding a proposi- 
tion for minor leagues’ representation 
in the national baseball commission. 
After extended discussion, which de- 
veloped much opposition to the mi- 
nors participating in the commission's 
affairs, the resolutions committee re- 
ported a plan which was adopted by 
the convention and which provided for 
the creation of a board of five mem- 
bers to be entirely separate from and 
independent of.the national commis- 
sion and the minor leagues’ national 
board of arbitration. 

The new board, under the plan, 
would decide all matters on appeal 
from the minor leagues’ organization 
and all matters in controversy between 
the major and minor leagues. The 
membership of the new board would 
consist of the president and secretary 
of the minors’ association, one mem- 
ber each from the National and Amer- 
ican leagues, and a fifth member “who 
shall in no way be connected with 
baseball,” to be elected by .the four 
other members. The fifth, or “neu- 
tral,” member would/act as chairman 
of the board. 

This plan was adopted after brief 
discussion and the chairman, upon au- 
thority from the convention, appointed 
a committee, consisting of Clyde 
Shropshire, Nashville; J. Cal Ewing, 
Oakland, Cal., and E. G. Barrow, New 
York, to take up the matter with the 
National and American leagues at their 
annual meeting in December. 

On application by the Southern as- 
sociation and others the convention 
adopted a special dispensation to allow 
every minor league to fix its own sal- 
ary and player limit, provided such in- 
dividual action did not conflict with 
the national agreement in force be- 
tween major and minor leagues, 

The convention voted down a propo- 
sition to limit class B clubs and lower 
classes to. thirteen players, six of 
whom must never have played on clubs 
of higher classification.

(Southern association) club, today an- 
nounced the purchase of D. Walsh, in- 
fielder, from the Milwaukee (American 
association) team, and Manager Del 
Howard, of the Oakland (Pacific Coast 
league) team, announced § he had 
bought Outfielder Lee from the St.

None of those in attendance at the 
recent conferences in this city would 
discuss methods considered for the en- 
forcement of these demands, but it is 
anown that every member of the Play- 
ers’ fraternity has signed a written 
agreement not to enter into contracts 
for 1817 until such time as fraternity 
officials consent. It is understood that 
less than twenty-five players in the 
two big leagues have contracts that 
hold over another season and that not 
more than one-quarter of these are 
members of the players’ organization. 

To Take Firm Stand. - 

The players have stated to friends 
that they believe the time has arrived 
when they must stand firm upon their 
rights if they are to be considered in 
the coming readjustment of profession- 
al baseball conditions. The report that 
Chairman Garry Herrmann, of the na- 
tional commission, may be superseded 
at the next annual meetin of that 
body has caused apprehension among 
the members of the fraternity, as he is 
considered by that organization to take 
greater interest in the welfare of the 
players than the other members of the 
com mission.

IRUMORED EN 


BRINGS WHEATDOWN 


Unfounded Assertions Are 
That Wilson Will Recom- 
mend Action to Congress. 
Net Decline 1 to 2 1-4 Cents 


Chicago, November 16.—Apparently 
unfounded assertions that_ President 
Wilson would make recommendations 
to congress relative to an embargo on 
foodstuffs did a good deal today to 
weaken the price of wheat. Closing 
quotations were heavy at 1 to 21-4c 
net decline, with December at $1.85 1-4 
to $1.853-8 and May at $1.907-8 to 
$1.90 1-8. Corn finished 3-8@1-2c off 
to 1-2@5-8c up; oats unchanged, and 
provisions varying from 6c loss to a 
rise of 45c., 

Denials, said to be from the white 
house, that the president would favor 
an embargo on wheat came too late to 
act as a check today on the bears. Be- 
sides, the fact that British buyers 


seemed to be out of the market and 
had done nothing in the last few days 
counted seriously against the bulls, 
and so also did rumors that much 
British vessel tonnage had been 
switched to Australia and to India. In 
this connection, stress was laid on an- 
nouncements that the India govern- 
ment had sanctioned exporting to 
England, France and Italy in Novem- 
ber, December and January, 13,000,000 
bushels of wheat. The result was that 
an early bulge in prices was much 
more than offset, especially toward the 
last of the session, when the embargo 
talk was rife. 

Willingness that holders evinced to 
take profits was a -notable factor 
throughout the day in the wheat pit, 
even during the first couple of hours, 
notwithstanding that prices were then 
on the upgrade. The early strength 
was chiefly due to advices that hot 
winds were damaging the crop in 
southern Argentina, and that yields 
there were light. 

Corn finally weakened with wheat. 
For the greater part of the day, how- 
ever, the corn market was higher, in- 
fluenced by reports that the new corn 
crop in Argentina was a complete 
failure. : 

Oats held within a comparatively 
narrow range. Seaboard handlers fig- 
ure that oats from the: United States 
can be laid down in London 30 cents 
a bushel cheaper than shipments from 
Argentina. 

Signs of*Belgian relief buying made 
provisions-average higher.

Sugar. 


New York, November 16.—The local mar- 
ket for raw sugar was unchanged today 
with further offerings of Cubas at i%Xc. 
cost.and freight, but without attracting 
the attention of refiners. There were sales 
of full duty sugars aggregating about 56,000 
bags afloat and in port at 6%c, cost and 
freight, which is about equivalent to the 
basis of 6.40 for centrifugal duty paid. The 
market closed steady at 5%c for Cubas, 
cost and freight, equal to 6.40 for centrifu- 
gal and 6.63 for molasses.
